Authority Says F.B.I- 
Thinks Small Percentaire 
Of Those Bom Here 
Disloyal 

Tracing the history of the Jap¬ 
anese in this country. Rev. Wes¬ 
ley G. Nicholson, a member of 
the National Committee for the 
Study of the Japanese Problem, 
spoke Tuesday at the luncheon 
meeting of the Kiwanis Club and 
explained the basis of the anti- 
Japanese feeling here. 

"The main trouble here," said 
Mr .Nicholson, "lies in the fact 
that the Japanese, unlike the 
Chinese, live alone and organize 
for their mutual protection in¬ 
stead of scattering about through 
the country. Of the 128,000 Jap¬ 
anese in this country 90 percent 
were located in three West Coast 
states and 25 percent in South¬ 
ern California." He also told of 
the work beink done by the FBI 
and the government toward the 
erlocatlon of these people. 

Of the Nisei, or second genera¬ 
tion Japanese, the FBI considers 
only from three to 10 jjercent 
disloyal to the United States, ac¬ 
cording to statistics gdven by the 
speaker. Of the group which was 
sent back to Japan for study, 
however, 100 per cent are suspec¬ 
ted of disloyalty and investiga¬ 
tion shows that this group has 
been the disturbing factor in the 
various Assembly centera cre¬ 
ating riots and unrest .Intensive 
investigation by FBI agents has 
caused many removals from the 
centers to prison camps and will 
in the future result in appre- 
hen.sion of many more di^oyaJ

Mr. and Mrs. Ben Lyon of 760 
Canyon Cre.st dr. who received 
word from the Bureau of Navy 
Personnel Monday that their son, 
Ben, Jr,, reported missing in ac¬ 
tion since the fall of Manila last 
May, is a Japenese prisoner of 
war. 

It was the first word received 
of their san since official notifi¬ 
cation came that he was unac¬ 
counted for after the Japane.se 
occupation of the Philippines. But 
through the long months of sus¬ 
pense they went bravely on and 
refused to give up hope. 

The Navy Department’s air 
mail letter said a cablegram had 
been received from the Interna¬ 
tional Red Cross at Tokyo an¬ 
nouncing that young Ben, a Navy 
Radioman, First Class, "is being 
held a prisoner of war in Tlawan , 
camp,” and that as yet no ar¬ 
rangements have been made for 
his repatriation. 

This camp, the Lyons have 
been Informed, Is on a small is- 
lan off Formosa, and is reported 
to be one of the best of the 
prisons maintained by the Japs. 
Cheered beyond words by the 
news he is alive the faniily is 
relieved by the repwrt of a Red 
Cross official who causd an in¬ 
spection to be made of prison 
camps in Japan and the Philip¬ 
pines. He assured Red Cross of¬ 
ficials in this country that there 
had been a marked improvement 
in conditions and that American 
prisoners were receiving much 
better food and treatment than 
was accorded them In early days 
of the war. i
